Artist Statement 


My work attempts to achieve a balance between control and chance. The work is process 
oriented, where every stitch, knot and mark becomes a record of a moment, pause or thought. 
The images appear simple, but when examined more closely they are extremely complex, in an 
attempt to create a sense of suspension between an active moment and extended period of time. 
My interest is not so much in direct representation, but in capturing a sense of human experience 
and presence, tradition and invention. By creating ambiguity, the viewer is allowed to take a 
more active role in interpretation; to entertain his or her own illusions. 

Stillness. The work invites a certain level of intimacy through tactility of surface and 
apparent fragility. By covering the words of a book, the work has evolved from an imposition of 
silence, being very much about escape, isolation, longing and retrieval; towards an act of faith, 
grounded in daily routine in order to achieve a ‘letting go’. It is important to acknowledge 
growth and transformation through process, in order to allow the work to have its own voice. If 
there is no movement, the process becomes meaningless. In stripping down the images, the work 


becomes my silence.
